inveatlgatlon by ordering Bmlth put to

Smith/a own story which haa of late 
years been doubted.—Powhatan'a thir>

(knbwn to the English, as "Pocahon- 
toa") leaped down from her place at 
her father's, side, threw herself be-

Smith was the only 


white man who conld obtain favors 
from the old chief 
Capt Christopher 


Newport, of the colony went to Pow- 
hataz^ on a trading expedition to get 
supplies for 
Jamestown 
Powhatan 


interrupted Newport fl proposition, by 
grunting angrily 


' It is not the wish, of BO great a 


chief as myself to trade like a ped- 
dler 
Place on the ground all tho 


things you havo brought 
I Tvlll take 


•what I like and pay what I chooso " 


Ho took every gift Newport display- 


ed and gave him In return, only three 
bushels of grain 
Yet soon aftorward 


he sold Smith 800 bushels of grain for 
two pounds of

Newport etlll thought ho could "win 
Powhatan's favor 
So ho w«-nt 
to 


England and brought bock as present* 
for him a pitcher and bowl some gay 
clothing and a huge gilt crown 
He 


Bent word for Fowhatan to come to 
Jamestown to receive these gifts and 
(by the English King's gracious or- 
der) be crowned "Emperor of the In- 
die*" Powhatan was vastly flattered 
by this honor But Instead of coming 
to Jamestown ho Bent word 


"1 am as much a monarch as the 


King of England 
If he has sent mo 


gifts let them be brought to mo 
I 


•hall not go one step to receive them." 


A Ludicrous Coronation. 


Bo Newport was forced to carry the 


presents and the crown to Powhatan's 
village on the York River 
The Cap- 


tain arranged, a solemn, coronation 
ceremony and bade Powhatan knool 
to receive the crown 
Powhatan re- 


fused 
There was a hitch in the coro- 


nation until two big English soldiers 
Bel zed Powhatan, by the shoulders and 
pushed him downward into a sort of 
crouching or kneeling posture 
Then 


the 
heavy, ill fitting 
crown 
was 


jammed down over his gray head He 
was hailed as Emperor ot the Indies, 
and a royal salute was fired. 


Provisions again became scarce In 


the Jamestown colony 
Smith, plan- 


ned to kidnap Powhatan and hold htm 
for a ransom of 
grain 
Powhatan 


foiled tho plot and sought revonge by 
a night attack on the colonists 
But 


Pccahor.tas heard, ot her father's plan 
and sent 8mith a timely 
warning 


Powhatan then demanded that Smith 
be slain 
But a display of firearms 


cowed him into momentary eubmls- 
slon 


After Bmith left Virginia Capt Ar- 


gall, a rough semi piratical member 
of the colony, stole Pocahontas and 
held her as hostage to wring favors 
from her father 
Powhatan grieved 


bitterly for tho loss of his beloved 
daughter but would not yield 
Only 


•when sho married a colonist ^named 
Rplfe did he consent to mako peaco 
again with the English. Thia peace 
endured until Poirhnto.n'8 death in 
April, 1618, after which new nnd dead- 
lier trouble soon broke out.
